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OLIDAY making is a habit that seems to be growing 
year by year among business men, who avail them- 
selves of every reasonable excuse to close their places for a 
day or two. The observance of Easter was especially notice- 
able this year, the financial and commercial exchanges being 
closed from Thursday to Monday, and many business houses 
following the example thus set. The seaside resorts profit 
greatly from this growing holiday habit, and regulate their 
prices accordingly. For the week end including Easter, the 
seaside hotels were crowded to overflowing, many applicants 
for accommodations were refused, and in most places the 
rule prevailed that no applications would be considered for 
less than a whole week’s stay, at a general advance in prices 
of about one dollar a day. All resorts along the Jersey and 
Long Island coasts were crowded to their utmost capacity, 
and unoccupied cottages were called into temporary use. A 
visitor to Atlantic City said that there were over 100,000 
transient visitors at that place on Sunday, and many had 
been turned away. These resorts consist mainly of hotels 
and boarding houses, and as the number of these is con- 
stantly on the increase, their proprietors evidently find a profit 
in the holiday crowds. But what havoc would be created if 
a fire should get good headway among the flimsy, combus- 
tible buildings that are so closely packed together at these 
places. As the means for extinguishing fires are notoriously 
lacking in these watering places, little short of a miracle 
could prevent their entire destruction in case of fire breaking 
out. 





HE fire losses of the country show an increase month 

by month, aside from the conflagration losses. A con- 
temporary that makes a specialty of compiling the losses by 
fire gives the total losses since January I at over $42,000,000, 
averaging $550,000 a day, and exceeding the loss for the 
corresponding period of last year by $6,500,000. This waste 
of half a million dollars’ worth of property daily is something 
astounding to contemplate, and it is not surprising that fire 
underwriters deem an advance of rates necessary. But it is 
difficult to increase rates in the face of the opposition that is 
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always encountered when such a movement is suggested. 
Propertyowners seem to care more for saving a dollar or two 
in premiums than they do for the solvency of the companies 
upon which they depend for indemnity in case they meet 
with a loss. The past five or six years of unprecedented 
prosperity has added greatly to the wealth of the country and 
consequently to the demand for insurance, but is it not a 
fact that the losses by fire are increasing at a greater ratio 
than the wealth of the country? The figures quoted show an 
increase in losses of over six and a half millions of dollars in 
less than three months, which will be virtually thirty millions 
for the year. It has been claimed that better building con- 
struction and the careful inspections of property made by the 
underwriters would have a tendency to reduce the losses by 
fire, but whatever advantage is gained in one direction is 
apparently lost in some other. And what an _ unneces- 
sary waste of the nation’s wealth is all this destruction 
of hundreds of millions of dollars of values. The 
losses incidental to such destruction fully equal the actual 
losses by the removal of productive industries, throwing out 
of employment thousands of laborers, the cost of maintain-. 
ing fire departments, and numerous other contingent losses. 
It is an enormous price we pay for carelessness, recklessness, 
and the ignoring of the common rules of safety. We have 
much to learn in this respect from older countries. 





O* E of the gladdest and most welcome signs of spring is 

found in the announcement of the adjournment of a 
number of State legislatures. Out of some forty that have 
been in session during the winter, about one-half have ter- 
minated their labors and their members have returned to their 
respective rural occupations. These did comparatively little 
damage to insurance interests, and for their omissions in this 
respect there is ground for thankfulness. Unfortunately, 
the legislatures from which the most objectionable legislation 
is anticipated are still in session and still pondering over 
measures intended to embarrass and obstruct the business of 
insurance. These are the legislatures of New York, Wis- 
consin, Texas, Massachusetts, Tennessee and New Jersey, 
each of which has before it numerous bills relating to the 
subject. New Jersey had a legislative committee, holding 
over from the previous session, investigating insurance mat- 
ters in that State, its report having been commented on in 
Tue Spectator heretofore. The committee submitted seven 
bills relating to insurance, which were modeled after those 
recommended by the Committee of Fifteen, which have 
been widely printed. Should all these bills be enacted into 
laws, they would have a tendency to drive out of the State 
some important companies now doing business there. A bill 
requiring life insurance companies to invest in State securi- 
ties the greater portion of the reserves upon policies issued 
within those States has appealed to local self-interest to such 
an extent that it has been passed by several legislatures and 
is still pending in others. The Association of Life Insurance 
Presidents, through its president, ex-President Grover Cleve- 
land, and Secretary Cox, is doing excellent service in pre- 
senting to legislative committees the objections to pending 
bills, but results will show to what extent their efforts have 
been successful. The contest over the removal of Superin- 
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tendent Kelsey is likely to prolong the session of the New 
York Legislature indefinitely, but the insurance bills pending 
are sure to be brought forward sooner or later. 





HE National Board of Fire Underwriters is now engaged 

in a campaign of education as to the proper methods 

of building construction, which is well calculated to improve 
the fire-resisting qualities of American cities in future years. 
The old theory of fire insurance was that it was the under- 
writer’s business to insure risks as he found them, charging 
a premium commensurate with the hazard, but without any 
effort to induce the owner to improve the insured property. 
Schedule rating was then introduced, and with its system of 
specific charges for defects and credits for improvements, 
made it tangibly worth while for the propertyowner to reduce 
the fire danger of his plant. Now the National Board goes 
further and, by distributing copies of its Building Code to the 
mayors of thousands of cities, is aiming to so inform munici- 
pal officials that they will see that it is to the public interest 
to secure the enactment of wiser and more stringent building 
laws, thus increasing the safety of the whole community, 
whether insured or not. Progress in the reduction of the 
conflagration hazard in cities by this means will necessarily 
be slow; but if the Building Code meets with the considera- 
tion it deserves, there should be a noticeable improvement 
within the next decade. In the meantime, the members of 
the National Board deserve the thanks of all good citizens for 
inaugurating a movement which, if followed by proper action 
on the part of municipal authorities, will undoubtedly result 
in saving hundreds of millions of dollars worth of property 

from destruction by fire. 





HERE is still hope that residents of Arkansas may be 

able to obtain the fire insurance which is so necessary 

to the welfare of the State. The Browning-Lee bill, recently 

introduced in the Senate, has passed by a vote of 19 to 12, 

and it is anticipated that it will also pass the House. It pro- 
vides that : 

Any foreign or domestic insurance company is hereby permitted to 
do business in this State without fine or forfeiture upon compliance 
with the insurance laws of this State, provided that such corporation 
is not a member or a party to any pool, trust, agreement, combina- 
tion, confederation or understanding made in this State or elsewhere 
to regulate, fix or maintain insurance premiums on property in this 
State. 

The bill also repeals all conflicting laws. It is to be hoped, 
in the interest of all concerned, that this bill will speedily 
become a law. 





HE report of the New York Insurance Department cov- 
ering fire and marine insurance matters was issued last 
week. It shows that the companies operating in New York 
State lost less than $5,000,000 in assets during the year, al- 
though their loss payments exceeded $240,000,000, with a 
premium income of less than $260,000,000. The combined 
surplus decreased about $35,000,000. When it is borne in 
mind that the disbursements of these companies, other than 
for losses, exceeded $118,000,000, the extent to which the 
stockholders have contributed from their funds, as a result 
of the San Francisco conflagration, may be realized. 
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IN AND ABOUT NEW YORK. 

At the meeting of the Life Underwriters Association of New York, 
held on March 26, the following officers were elected to fill vacan- 
cies: Edward W. Lee, second vice-president; Albert G. Shepard, 
secretary; Charles Wake, member executive committee. The meet- 
ing of the executive committee of the National Association was held 
at the Hotel Gotham yesterday. 

President Paul Morton of the Equitable Life has issued a circular 
letter to the company’s agents, in which he signifies his intention to 
devote more time to the agency work of the company than has here- 
tofore been his custom. With this end in view, he has arranged with 
George T. Wilson, second vice-president, to devote himself especially 
to the business of the New England States, New York, Pennsylvania, 
New Jersey, Delaware, Maryland, the District of Columbia, West 
Virginia, Virginia, Kentucky, Tennessee, North and South Carolina, 
Georgia, Florida, Alabama, Mississippi, Arkansas and Louisiana, 
Eastern Canada and the foreign agencies. Mr. Morton will personally 
look after the remainder of the territory in the United States and 
Western Canada, in the management of which agencies he will be 
represented by Henry L. Rosenfeld, insurance assistant to the presi- 
dent, who will have immediate charge of agency affairs throughout 
this territory and the agency force of this section will report direct 
to him. 

A grand jury for the criminal branch of the Supreme Court and 
another for the Court of Special Sessions have been sworn in, the 
former at the request of District Attorney Jerome for the hearing of 
insurance cases, which are not likely to begin for some time, the office 
of the district attorney being engrossed with other work. 





BOSTON AND VICINITY. 

James F. Chase, formerly Boston manager of the United States 
Life Insurance Company, later with the Travelers in Boston, has 
resigned to become president of the International Lumber Company. 
For several years Mr. Chase was secretary of the Boston Life Under- 
writers Association. 

The joint legislative committee on insurance gave a hearing, Tues- 
day, on the recommendations of the recess committee, relative to 
assessment insurance. The contention of the remonstrants was that 
the present laws on fraternal insurance are, at least, adequate. The 
proposed legislation, they hold, is inimical to fraternal insurance, 
particularly that part of the report which empowers the Insurance 
Commissioner, at his discretion, to revoke the license of an order and 
to prohibit it from employing paid agents. 

It seems possible that arrangements will be made for a conference 
between a sub-committee of the insurance committee and a group 
representing fraternal orders, although the latter are of the opinion 
that the time before the adjournment of the legislature is too short 
to permit of drafting measures that would meet the ideas of both 
sides. 


NOTES FROM PHILADELPHIA. 

Mr. Beidleman of Dauphin county, chairman of the House judiciary 
general committee of the Pennsylvania Legislature, last week ap- 
pointed a sub-committee, consisting of Dunsmore of Tioga, Dempsey 
of Lackawanna, Snyder of Schuylkill, Savidge of Philadelphia, and 
Sterling of Fayette, to take charge of the many employers’ liability 
bills which have been presented at this session, with a view to getting 
a report on them at an early date. 

Among the recent bills presented in the legislature at Harrisburg 
is one requiring the Insurance Commissioner to examine all fraternal 
beneficial societies. 

Agency Director Howard R. Rich of the New York Life at Read- 
ing, Pa. and Col. George F. Hodgson, executive special, have re- 
signed and become the Eastern Pennsylvania representatives of Fisk 
& Robinson, bankers and dealers in securities. 
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Albany. 
[From OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT. ] 

A number of insurance bills have made their initial appearance in 
the legislature lately, with the result that the insurance committees of 
the two Houses have ample material in hand to keep them busy. Up to 
date, however, each committee has pursued a policy of masterful in- 
activity. There have not been many legislatures in recent years whose 
proceedings show such a proportion cf insurance measures held in com- 
mittee at so advanced a stage of the session. 

Assemblyman Young some days ago had his so-called automobile col- 
lision insurance bill sent back to the Senate insurance committee, osten- 
sibly for a further hearing. It is understood that he has abandoned it and 
will try to have passed the bill of Senator Saxe, just introduced by him in 
the House, to provide against loss or damage to an automobile result- 
ing from collision, and against loss by legal liability or damage to 
property resulting from the collision of an automobile with another 
automobile or vehicle or object. 

Assemblyman Whitely has introduced a bill amending the insurance 
laws as to discriminations in life and endowment insurance premiums 
and to the privileges and protection to be accorded witnesses in all 
actions or proceedings involving discriminations. The bill provides that 
no company or any officer, agent, solicitor, or representative thereof, 
shall pay or give or offer to pay, allow or give, directly or indirectly, any 
inducements to insurance, nor shall any person knowingly receive as 
such inducement any rebate of premium payable on the policy or any 
special favor or advantage in the dividends or other benefits to accrue 
thereon, or any valuable inducement whatever not specified in the policy 
contract of insurance; or give, sell or purchase or offer to give, sell or 
purchase as inducements to insurance, any stocks, bonds or other se- 
curities of any insurance company or other corporation or any dividend 
or profit accruing thereon or anything of value whatever, not specified in 
the policy. The bill also provides that no person shall be excused from at- 
tending and testifying or producing books, papers or documents before 
any court or magistrate having jurisdiction, upon the ground that his 
testimony may tend to incriminate him, but no person shall be sub- 
jected to any penalty on account of any transaction concerning which 
he may testify. 

Senator Saxe has introduced a bill, amending the insurance law so a3 
to provide for insurance against loss or damage to an automobile re- 
sulting from collision, and against loss by legal liability, or damage to 
property resulting from collision of an automobile with another auto- 
mobile or vehicle or object. This is the bill afterward put in by As- 
semblyman Young. 

Assemblyman Allen has introduced a bill amending the insurance law 
so as to exempt the fraternal order of the Scandinavian Brotherhood of 
America from the provisions of law relating to fraternal beneficiary 
societies. 

Senator Wemple and Assemblyman Wells have introduced a bill amend- 
ing the insurance law as to security guaranty corporations by provid- 
ing that such corporations may be formed to guarantee the validity and 
legality of securities issued by State, city, town, etc., corporations, and 
allowing such corporations to invest by loan or otherwise, certain of their 
surplus moneys or funds in the securities which they are authorized to 
guarantee. 

Senator Hill has introduced a bill amending the insurance law rela- 
tive to the designation of beneficiaries. It provides that fraternal so- 
cieties may determine the class of persons who may be named and 
designated by a member as beneficiary, and to whom the moneys shall be 
payable. The same bill has been introduced in the House by Assem- 
blyman O’Brian. LANCASTER. 
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—The La Fayette Life nas entered Pennsylvania, and is pursuing a general 
policy of expansion. 

—The regular monthly meeting of the Pittsburg Life Underwriters Association 
will be held on April 8. The principal question for discussion will be “Life In- 
surance as a Vocation, as Compared with other Pursuits.” 

—R. M. Beckley, agency supervisor of the Equitable Life in New Jersey, has 
issued a most gratifying report of the business done by his department during 
March. As compared with February, the records show a strong advance. 

—James W. Glover, professor in charge of insurance in the Michigan Uni- 
versity, Ann Arbor, is stiil in Madison, Wis., engaged as consulting actuary of 
the legislative insurance committee in connection with its hearings on the pro- 
posed insurance bills. 

—The Presbyterian Ministers Fund, which was chartered in 1759, has, by a 
resolution adopted at its 148th annual meeting, extended its field of usefulness, 
so that ministers of other denominations may be able to share in the advantages 
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oi this corporation so long enjoyed by their Presbyterian brethren. The record 
of this organization furnishes a truly remarkable example of economical and 
honest management, and tke results of its long practice are worthy of careful 
study by all who are eligible to its ranks. 


THE NEW ENGLAND FIELD. 





—Hereafter the New York Life will concentrate its Connecticut business in 
Hartford under the State management of Peter Fale. 


—David Evans, formerly with the Provident Life and Trust, will, after April 
15, be general agent for the Union Central Life in Eastern Massachusetts, with 
headquarters in Boston. 


—As previously announced in these columns, the New England Commercial 
Travelers Association will go out of business, and its affairs have been turned 
over to the courts. W. R. Sears was appointed custodian until a permanent 
receiver is appointed. 

—E. O. Sutton, E. M. Allis and W. L. Richards have formed a partnership 
under the firm name of Sutton, Allis & Richards, to take cl arge of the Western 
Massachusetts general agency of the Massachusetts Mutual. Many new agencies 
will be established, and the headquarters of the firm will be in the Masonic 
building, Main and State streets, Boston. 

—The Rhode Island Senate has before it a bill to incorporate the Puritan Life 
Insurance Company of Providence. The incorporators named in the bill are 
James J. Fine, Harold J. Gross and John S. Murdock. The capitalization is 
fixed at $100,000, with the privilege to increase to $1,000,000. The compariy seeks 
the right to engage in a life, health and accident insurance business. No policies 
shall be issued until the amount of capital actually paid in aggregates $50,000. 





THE WEST. 


—The Cleveland Life expects to be ready for business about the middle of this 
month. P. W. Ward is president. 


—A mutual assessment company, to be known as the Bankers Reserve Life 
Association, has been organized at Freeport, Ill., to operate on the plan of the 
Bankers Life of Des Moines. 


—The Indiana National Life is going into Ohio, Michigan, Georgia and 
Texas. Geo. W. Ryan, Atlanta, will have charge of Georgia, and E. H. 
McConkey of Cleveland, the State of Ohio. The company has written over 
$300,000 thus far this year, in addition to the $300,000 it had secured at the time 
of starting. 


—At the request of the board of directors of the American Central Life of 
Indianapolis, the Auditor of Indiana has examined the company as of December 
31, 1906. At that time the admitted assets were $1,579,777; reserve on outstanding 
policies, $1,248,826; total liabilities exclusive of capital stock, $1,442,777; surplus 
to policyholders, $284,958. :

—The Circuit Court at Staunton, Va., has appointed A. C. Gordon receiver for 
the old Equity Life Association. The receiver has authority to collect $50,000 of 
bonds that the company held as mortuary funds. 

—The American National Life of Lynchburg, Va., has deposited with the 
Treasurer of that State bonds of over $100,000, and is prepared to enter other 
States as fast as it cam secure good State agents. 

—W. Witcher Keen has been appointed district superintendent of agents by 
the Travelers in Maryland, West Virginia, North and South Carolina, Ten- 
nessee, Georgia, Alabama, Mississippi, Louisiana and Florida, with headquarters 
in Richmond. 

—The South Atlantic Life of Richmond made notable increases in 1906. The 
last statement of the company shows an increase in assets of 16.8 per cent; re- 
serve, 31.2 per cent; surplus, 69 per cent; gross income, 9.8 per cent; insurance 
in force, 22.3 per cent; mortgage loans, 92.4 per cent.

E. Dallam, 
second vice-president; J. A. Donaldson, third vice-president; C. W. Dorsey, 
fourth vice-president and general manager; H. K. Cole, secretary and treasurer, 
and W. D. Current, agency director. The capital stock of the company is 
$250,000. 


—The Superintendent of Insurance of the District of Columbia has recom- 
mended that casualty and insurance companies chartered outside the District 
must hereafter have a fully paid-up capital of $100,000 before being licensed in 
the District. The Superintendent also recommends that all casualty companies 
calculate their reserve on a basis of fifty per cent of the premiums received on 
risks running one year or less, and an amount proportioned to the unexpired 
time on all other risks. These recommendations are made to remedy defects 
in the insurance code. 
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A Few Words on ‘Hustling.’’ 


The John Hancock Field gives some excellent advice regarding 
“hustling,’’ and points out the great stress that is laid upon hustling in 
company literature, and while admitting that the above company has 
indulged in these frequent admonitions to its men to hustle, it rather 
apologizes for it, especially since looking up the word in Webster, 
who says ‘‘Hustle—to shake together in confusion; to push or crowd.”’ 
This aptly describes the manner in which a great many insurance men 
conduct their business. Their work is in confusion; they crowd a lot of 
work into one day and the next day do practically nothing. One day 
they have the “‘hustle’’ streak on and have not time to be even cour- 
teous; the next day they have time for almost anything. The writer in 
The Field has recommended in place of the hustler, the diligent man, 
Webster thus defines diligent: ‘‘Steady in application to business; con- 
stant in effort or exertion to accomplish what is undertaken; attentive, 
industrious.’’ The man who follows the course laid down in this defini- 
tion must with certainty develop a complete control over himself, which 
will greatly aid him in influencing others. No one is influenced by a 
man who dashes at a proposition in a haphazard, excitable manner. Be 
Giligent and you will outstrip many of the so-called hustlers, and think 
of the good counsel found in Prov. XXII., ‘‘Seest thou a man diligent in 
his business? He shall stand before kings; he shall stand before mean 
men.”

Recurring to those early days, Superintendent Frisbee, who was then 
an inspector, says that in order to see Mr. Criqui he was obliged to 
meet him on the street between 6 and 7 A. M., while he was on his 
rounds and before he went to the harness factory. Throughout all his 
eareer he maintained a high standard of efficiency, honesty and pains- 
taking effort in all his duties to the company and his policyholders, with 
the result that he leaves behind him a host of true friends and a record 
to be emulated by every other industrial man in the field. 








—John W. Black, who has been secretary of the Washington Fire of Seattle 
and who was chiefly instrumental in its organization, will shortly tender his 
resignation. Mr. Black has formed the general agency corporation of John W. 
Black, Incorporated, through which medium he will work intimately with the 
Washington Fire. His interests in the company remain identical, and the 
change is merely one of function, the interests of the company requiring a new 
general agency mechanism. H. B. Graham, formerly assistant secretary, will be 
elected to the secretaryship.

NEW YORK SURVEYS. 


The Milwaukee Fire has changed its Metropolitan district agency 
from T. Y. Brown & Co. to W. L. Perrin. T. Y. Brown & Co. con- 
tinue to represent the Milwaukee Mechanics as general agents for 
New York and Connecticut, including the Metropolitan district. 








There was a general feeling of sorrow among underwriters over 
the death of William B. Seaman, general adjuster of the Liverpool 
and London and Globe, who passed away Friday morning last from 
the results of an operation. Mr. Seaman leaves a widow but no 
children. 

At the recent meeting of the executive committee of the National 
Board of Fire Underwriters, Charles G. Smith, chairman of the com- 
mittee on the construction of buildings, reported that the distribu- 
tion of the revised building code for 1907 was now taking place, and 
that upward of 6000 copies had already been sent to the mayors, 
chiefs of fire departments, boards of underwriters, etc., in cities of 
5000 population or over. 

According to the annual reports of Fire Commissioners Lantry and 
Seery, Manhattan, Bronx and Richmond lost by fire in 1906 $5,697,691 
worth of property. Of this Manhattan lost $5,204,564. There were 
altogether 8331 fires, or nearly twenty-three a day. 

Some time this menth it is anticipated that the National Board of 
Fire Underwriters will move to larger quarters at 135 William street, 
where the committee on fire prevention has made its headquarters. 
The New York Board will remain at 32 Nassau street. 

The Imperial Fire of Denver, Col., has made application for admis- 
sion to New York State, and has appointed Newman & McBain its 
agents for the Metropolitan district. 

Two new fireboats, to be known as the Thomas Willett and the 
James Duane, will be launched on April 16, according to an an- 
nouncement made by Commissioner Lantry. 

Crum & Forster of New York have incorporated with a capital stock 
of $100,000. The directors are: J. A. Forster, J. L. Parsons and F. 
H. Crum. 


Morris Putnam Stevens, the well-known insurance lawyer, died 
recently from typhoid pneumonia, contracted subsequent to an opera- 
tion which left him in a highly weakened condition. Mr. Stevens 
was lecturer on insurance law at the University of the City of New 
York and also delivered occasional lectures on the subject before 
various underwriters organizations. 


The annual report of the treasurer of the Exchange has been dis- 
tributed and is an interesting document. It states the total receipts 
for the year ending March 1 were $162,484, with an added balance of 
$107,722 carried forward from the previous year. The total disburse- 
ments were $191,470, thus reducing the balance for next year to $78,736. 
The expenditures, it will be seen, were about $29,000 more than the 
current receipts, which show a decline. The receipts include $40,278 
from the brokerage certificates and $703 from fines. Many members of 
the Exchange would like to know who paid the fines and what for. 
The Exchange paid $10,800 for rent and received from the National 
Board $4875. It also paid the New York Board for rent and use 
of machinery $2200. A suggestive item in the expense column is $1292, 
paid for account of the committee on economies. The printing of rate 
cards and bulletins cost $45,827. 

It appears that, in the readjustment of the brokerage certificates last 
June and July, the number of certificates called in and new agree- 
ments and certificates issued in lieu thereof was 7484. It was a difficult 
job, but it was well done and the changed conditions are regarded now 
with great satisfaction. 

There is a curious story going the rounds relative to the experience 
of the president of an out-of-town company who called to see his 
New York agent and was informed by one of the latter’s subordinates 
that the agent was out of the city. Later in the day he visited an office 
in a neighboring building and, without the slightest knowledge on his 
part that there was any doubt of the truth of the reported absence, and 
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by accident, he looked from an open window and there saw the missing 
agent sitting at a desk in the third story of the building in which his 
office was located. 

The hearing appointed in Albany for last evening on the new Con- 
tinental Standard policy led to an important meeting of the committee 
on laws and legislation of the New York Board on Tuesday after- 
noon. The supposed object was to provide for an official representa- 
tive at last night’s hearing to object to certain clauses in the new policy 
form. 

One of the annoyances of the Exchange is caused by unnecessary 
inspections, which consume valuable time of inspectors needlessly. 
These calls are made at the instigation of brokers to obtain revised 
rates, and last year the number was 1007, divided as follows: Un- 
changed conditions, 548; parties unknown in building, 291; premises 
unoccupied or admission refused, 168. It is gratifying to observe that 
this is a reduction in the number reported in previous years. 

At last several worthy employees of the New York Board, who were 
long ago promised increased salaries, have received their allowances 
upon the approval of the finance committee. One poor fellow, who 
was refused an advance because his year was not complete, resigned 
on the 16th ult., because of an accident while in service which in- 
capacitated him from further work. 

An interesting schedule, showing committee service rendered up to 
March 1 by members of the Exchange, has been prepared for informa- 
tion. The earliest date mentioned in the schedule is January I, 1905, 
and the length of service is fourteen months. The surprising thing in 
this schedule is that, although the rotation system is supposed to pro- 
vide committee work for every member within two years, the list shows 
that for 1903 and 1906 and one-sixth of 1907, twenty-one members 
(chiefly agents) do not appear to have served at all, which would not 
seem strange if it were not for the fact that in the same period 
several members served two terms. Apparently there is no extra zeal 
manifested in seeking onerous committee service. 

An out-of-town broker, who busies himself with circularizing the 
names of parties whose affidavit risks are printed every month, has 
been making a mark of inter-insurance associations lately. He calls 
attention to the fact that these inter-insurers are in the dangerous fire 
insurance business, which he says “is the prelude of my desire to serve 
your interests.” Then follows a proposition to supply any part of 
$125,000 at less rates than is paid for inter-insurance, and an offer to 
disclose particulars on the receipt of a policy form, list of a few 
prominent lines in stock companies and statement of rate paid, etc. 
This kind of solicitation rarely catches a single customer. 

The Exchange arbitration committee is considering measures to stop 
the renewed activity of certain branch offices having affiliations with 
brokers who do not hold certificates. 





BOSTON AND VICINITY. 


Secretary Osborne Howes, of the Boston Board of Fire Under- 
writers, is compelled by illness to take a respite from business. Mr. 
Howes, who is the Imperial Japanese Consul at Boston, has not been 
in the best of health since his recent trip to Japan. He was planning 
to go abroad again when illness overtook him; but his present condi- 
tion is not believed to be critical, and he is expected back at his desk 
ere long. 

The AZtna has presented to the Boston Board of Fire Underwriters 
a framed portrait of the late Benjamin B. Whittemore, a former 
president of the board and resident manager in Boston of the tna. 

The Boston and Maine Railroad, which has suffered so heavily 
from fires in its elevators on Mystic wharf, was disturbed by another 
fire, Wednesday night, which was prevented from doing great damage 
by the sprinklers. Like former fires, it is believed that this one was 
incendiary. 

The German Union of Baltimore has applied for admission to 
Massachusetts. Gilmour & Coolidge will be the Boston representa- 
tives. 

H. L. Hiscock, special agent of the A®tna, has been ejected president 
of the Boston Insurance Library Association. The other members of 
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the board are: Frederick B. Carpenter, James H. Leighton, George 
Winckley, Arthur K. Simpson, Horace H. Soule, Jr., and Edward C. 
Brush, who is secretary and treasurer. The association has 119 mem- 
bers and is in a flourishing condition. 


Deputy Insurance Commissioner Frank H. Hardison, who has been 
in ill-health for some months and is now in the South, is reported 
to be progressing favorably toward complete recovery. 


NOTES FROM PHILADELPHIA. 


William G. Mockett, who for several years has been stamp clerk 
for the Underwriters Association of the Middle Department at Scran- 
ton, Pa., has returned to Philadelphia and been made superintendent 
of the whole stamping bureau system of that association. 


Local agents associations were established under the jurisdiction 
of the Underwriters Association of the Middle Department for Bur- 
lington county and Gloucester county, New Jersey, during 1902, and 
in accordance with arrangements made with the Philadelphia Subur- 
ban Underwriters Association daily reports from all the local agents 
in these counties have since then been sent through the stamping 
bureau of the last named association, because the Middle Department 
Association had no such facilities. As the Middle department estab- 
lished such a bureau on Monday last, agents in the said counties were 
instructed to forward their daily reports there for stamping, dating 
from April 1. Daily reports of risks located in these two counties 
written through offices in this city or by agency offices located in the 
counties of the “Suburban Compact,” must, however, continue to be 
sent through the stamping bureau of the Philadelphia Suburban Un- 
derwriters Association. 


Heber Ermentrout, chairman of the fire committee of the Reading 
(Pa.) Councils, presented its report last week relative to the estab- 
lishing of a paid fire department. The report says, in part: 

It is the opinion of the committee that neither the call nor the 
part-paid system in vogue in the several cities we have visited will 
be adequate for the city of Reading. We further believe that, on 
account of the cost and the increase of the tax rate which would be 
necessary in the event of the change from the present efficient volun- 
teer system, that it would meet with considerable opposition. We 
further agree that, if there is a desire for a change, that it should be 
a full-paid system, and that the matier should be submitted to the 
citizens for a vote on a general election day for a decision. 

Mayor Gerber is a strong advocate of a paid fire department for 


Reading. 


The second agency of the Security Fire of New Haven, which has 
been held by L. M. Addis, has been taken up. 


One of the most important deals ever arranged in Philadelphia fire 
insurance circles was consummated last week and went into effect on 
Monday. The firm of Wagner & Taylor, one of the most prominent 
in the agency and brokerage business here, purchased the agency of 
W. Bennett Gough, also a very prominent office. The building at 
422 Walnut street was included in the deal, and Wagner & Taylor are 
now occupying it for the combined businesses. It is understood that 
as soon as his affairs have been satisfactorily wound up here, Mr. 
Gough will take up the surplus line business in New York city. 


Fred M. Blueit has been appointed the Western Pennsylvania 
special agent of the Delaware of Philadelphia, with headquarters at 
Pittsburg. 


Special Agent H. N. Dickinson of the Glens Falls has transferred 
his headquarters from Pittsburg to this city. 


Harry Ruth, who for many years has been the counterman of the 
agency of Charles T. Evans, has been appointed special agent of the 
Continental for Eastern Pennsylvania, succeeding G. G. Plyer, who 
recently was promoted to be general agent of the company at the home 
office, with special supervision over the Pennsylvania business. The 
appointment dates from April 8, and Mr. Ruth will make his headquar- 
ters in this city. 


The second agency of the Citizens of St. Louis has been transferred 
from L. M. Addis to Charles Tredick & Co. 
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CHICAGO AND THE WEST. 


The county commissioners of Cook county have alloted the fire 
insurance on county property for a three-year term. In view of its 
unpleasant experience of three years ago, when Frank F’. Holmes, one 
of its members, sued the officers and executive committeemen on the 
ground that they had conspired to block his plans for getting the 
county line, the Chicago Board of Underwriters this year decided to 
make rates on public property “advisory.” Because of this the way 
was left open for bids at a lower figure. The sentiment prevailed 
among some agents that rates should be thrown off entirely on county 
business and because such action was not taken, Acting President 
L. O. Kohtz tendered his resignation. The lowest bidders were 
R. A. Napier & Co., Swanson & Waibel and Henry Weiner, the latter 
being connected with A. Loeb & Sons. To each of the bidders named 
was assigned one-third of the hospital line, each share being $234,353. 
Napier & Co. and Swanson & Waibel each get one-half of the Dunning 
poor house and asylum insurance; the share being $432,593. Hereto- 
fore the commissioners have experienced no difficulty in apportioning 
the insurance, the bids being the same as to rate, and the fact that the 
bids differed this year came as an unwelcome innovation. However, 
there is some doubt that the assignments made by the commissioners 
this year will stand exactly as given, a special meeting of the board 
having been called for this week to pass on the lists of companies sub- 
mitted. Some of the companies represented by the successful agencies 
declare that their policies can be delivered only at the advisory rate. 

An agreement has been reached by the rail and lake lines from the 
Atlantic seaboard to Chicago whereby uniform rates will be charged 
on all lines and the insurance will be included in the freight rate. 
Heretofore shippers have been obliged to take care of their own 
marine insurance, and the continual fluctuation of marine rates has 
made this duty additionally burdensome. The coast lines have been 
issuing insured bills of lading for many years, which relieved the ship- 
pers of the insurance charges or any addition to published tariff rates, 
but it was impossible to get all lines to adopt this plan until this 
season. ' 

By mutual consent the agency of Klee, Rogers & Cory has been 
dissolved, to be succeeded by Klee, Rogers & Co., comprised of Nathan 
Klee and Bernard F. Rogers. The firm will retain its present offices 
in the National Life building. 

The agency of the Northwestern Fire and Marine in Chicago has 
been given to Brown, Anderson & Young, with the Western office re- 
taining the right of writing policies when desired.

Ohio Notes. 
[From OuR OWN CORRESPONDENT. ] 

The insurance loss in Ohio this year, if the present record is kept up, 
will rather surprise some of the companies that have been looking to 
the State for the usual profits. After the Fire Marshal’s Department 
was established, there has been a decided improvement in the incen- 
diary loss and all other causes seemed to have followed in its wake. 
This year, however, most of the fires have been beyond the power of 
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any official to check. Cincinnati, Cleveland, Columbus, Youngstown and 
& number of the other larger cities in the State have contributed to the 
loss, as well as some of the smaller towns. So far as the observations 
of the field men go, many of these fires were caused by poor electrical 
installation, while in others, badly planned outside wiring, networks of 
lines in the streets and other things of the kind prevented the firemen 
from confining fires within reasonable bounds. At Youngstown, for 
instance, the companies are taking subrogation proceedings against a 
traction company to recover money paid for losses there in the big 
January fire. This was supposed to have started from electric wires in 
the building, and the outside wires prevented the firemen from doing 
proper work. 

Twenty-one members of the Ohio Fire Prevention Association were 
present at the inspection meeting at Lima last Wednesday. They made 
the usual investigation of risks in the business portion of the town. At 
present there are serious rate troubles there and the members hoped that 
their work would point out to the agents the necessity of doing business 
upon a friendly and professional basis. 

A meeting of the Ohio Nest of the Blue Goose will be held at Columbus, 
Tuesday evening, when a number of new members will be initiated. The 
Ohio League and the Field Club will hold meetings on the same day. 
The annual meeting of the Ohio Fire Prevention Association will be 
held in that city on the first Tuesday evening in May, when the mem- 
bers will enjoy a banquet, and new officers will be chosen. This organi- 
zation has been doing excellent work, especially for the past three or 
four months. ‘ 

H. N. Staats, manager of the American Railway Insurance Company 
and chairman of the committee on insurance of the Central Electric 
Railway Association, made a report before that body at Dayton last 
Thursday, in which the plans of the new company were endorsed. It is 
probable that the new company will commence writing business soon. 

Frank Ellsworth has been elected secretary of the Ohio Underwriters 
Mutual Fire of Columbus to succeed the late A. F. McCormick. 

The agents at Toledo, although operating without an organization, 
have gotten along in a harmonious manner. It is said that they have 
been gradually putting the new Dean rates into use, and that from April 
1 will use them exclusively. O. M. C.

MISCELLANEOUS FIRE NEWS. 





Assurance Affairs in Great Britain 
[From OuR LONDON CORRESPONDENT. ] 

The one great topic of interest in insurance circles here is the work- 
men’s compensation act of 1906, and the enormously increased demand 
on the part of the public for insurance protection, to which the passing 
of this measure is giving rise. New prospectuses, chiefly occupied with 
domestic servants, and each one showing an endeavor to outdo in at- 
tractiveness those which have preceded it, make their appearance daily. 

The act stipulates that all accidents of occupation shall be compensated 
for, and policies covering “legal liability” only are offered at from 
2s. 6d. to 3s. per person. But some enterprising companies are, in re- 
turn for a slightly increased rate, giving under their domestic servants’ 
policy, cover against infectious and other diseases, such as typhoid, 
typhus and scarlet fevers, smallpox, measles, diphtheria, erysipelas, 
pleurisy, pneumonia, etc. The act provides that if the incapacity lasts 
less than two weeks no compensation shall be payable in respect of the 
first week, but several offices are willing to pay for the first week in 
any event. The act makes it necessary to pay the injured person half 
wages, but full wages for a period up to twenty-six weeks are among 
the special attractions offered by some insurance companies. At 
least one enterprising company boldly announces its willingness to issue 
a policy covering (on the basis of the act) all accidents, whether “of oc- 
cupation” or not, and this at from so low a rate as 5s. per person per 
annum. 

Whether the business will, at the rates now being quoted, prove profit- 
able to the offices so assiduously cultivating it, remains, of course, to be 
proved. At the same time the steady inflow of business is, from all 
accounts, already exceeding expectations and premium incomes are, this 
year, likely to be considerably augmented. 

I mentioned last month the increasing amount of attention which our 
fire insurance offices are giving to accident and contingency insurance. 
One striking effect of the new act, just discussed, is to rapidly expedite 
matters in this direction and it is now held to be a foregone conclusion 
that the ‘‘tariff’’ fire companies, practically without exception, will open 
accident departments. Some evidently intend to push the business with 
vigor, others appear to be merely desirous of not being “out of the 
running” and are taking steps more with a view to being in a position to 
take business of this class when it is offered to them than anything else. 

At the same time accident insurance has suddenly attained great im- 
portance; and accident insurance officials have unusual opportunities 
before them. 

The list of fire offices entering the contingency insurance field grows 
week by week. Since my last, several honored names have been added. 

Conspicuous among these are the Sun Fire Office, established in 1710, 
and consequently the oldest insurance office in the world; the London 
Assurance Corporation, established in 1720; the Norwich Union Fire 
Office; the Phcenix; the Northern; the Atlas; while the name of the 
North British and Mercantile is mentioned in the same connection. 
Among the younger companies is the State Fire of Manchester. 

It would seem, however, that the insurance companies are not to have 
everything their own way, for already there is talk of a scheme for 
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some form of national insurance, in connection with workmen’s com- 
pensation, being put forward; and it is regarded as quite possible that 
a Parliamentary committee may, in the near future, be appointed to in- 
vestigate ways and means of carrying out the project. In the meantime 
the insurance offices are bent on ‘‘making hay while the sun shines.” 

From day to day the position changes. The Accident Offices Associa- 
tion, to which I referred towards the close of last year, has brought its 
labors to a successful issue, has secured the support of most of the in- 
fluential offices understanding accident business, and, as a result, a 
“tariff’’ in this department of insurance has this week been arrived at. 
A large number of risks under the workmen’s compensation act have 
been scheduled and minimum premium rates agreed upon, in consequence 
of which an early crop of additional prospectuses—dealing more par- 
ticularly with clerks and shop assistants—is to be looked for. In these 
cases the tariff rates will be based upon the annual wages, and not, as in 
the case of domestic servants, per capita. 

I omitted to mention in my last an interesting ceremony, which took 
place a short time ago at the Grand Hotel, London, when Lieutenant- 
Colonel J. H. Harrison Hogge, general manager in the United Kingdom 
for the Mutual of New York, was entertained by the metropolitan staff 
and principal representatives of the company here. Mr. Hogge was pre- 
sented with a massive silver casket, surmounted by the American eagle, 
the whole resting on an ebony plinth. On the casket is engraved Mr. 
Hogges’ crest, with the motto ‘‘Le temps passe, mais l’amitie reste’’; 
and enclosed was an illuminated address, signed by the head office staff 
and principal representatives—about eighty in number. 

Some months ago I pointed out that, following the absorption of the 
old Hand-in-Hand, Westminster and County fire offices—the three sur- 
viving profit-sharing ‘‘tariff’’ fire offices—the scheme for giving bonuses 
under fire policies had been revived by offices outside the tariff asso- 
ciation. This form of insurance always appeals to the public when 
backed by ample funds, but if abundance of security is not in evidence it 
loses much of its attractiveness. 

A development of importance, so far as London business is concerned, 
has just taken place in this direction. A fine old English office, upwards 
of one hundred years old, has for more than a century been conducting 
fire insurance upon “non-tariff,’’ profit-sharing lines, and has, during 
the greater part of its existence, been able to return to its insured 
members no less than half the premiums paid by them, and, at the same 
time, has accumulated a reserve fund equal to about three and a half 
times its annual premium income of £40,000. This office—the Essex 
and Suffolk Equitable Insurance Society, Ltd.—was, however, by its 
antiquated rules and regulations precluded, until quite recently, from 
accepting insurances within ten miles of the Royal Exchange, London. 
Towards the end of last year, however, a special act of Parliament was 
obtained removing this onerous restriction on the society’s operations, 
and also doing away with the unlimited liability of insured members. 
As a result the society has now opened London offices and is making its 
presence felt. For, apart from its capital, it has accumulated funds of 
£140,000. 

It is claimed that the basis upon which this society is constituted, 
shows fire insurance at its best; and a word as to this may not be un- 
interesting. 

Its capital, as recently altered, is £250,000 in shares of £10 each, 
£1 paid up. The holders of these shares are entitled to receive preferen- 
tially a dividend of five per cent per annum upon the sum paid up, but 
cannot—and this is the salient feature—further participate in the profits 
until the insured members have received a dividend of fifty per cent 
upon the premiums paid by them for the preceding quinquennial period. 

Information as to the precise effect of the San Francisco disaster upon 
British fire offices may be expected to be plentiful, as the season for the 
publication of the annual reports comes round. The directors of the 
Royal Exchange Assurance Corporation have just issued a circular, 
stating that all the necessary information has now been obtained in 
regard to this disaster, and that the loss to the corporation is £619,396. 
The balance of profit and loss account at December 31, 1905, as shown 
in the published accounts, amounted to £723,564, which is more than 
sufficient to meet this loss without intrenching upon the special re- 
serve of the fire department.

The Adjustment of Fire Losses. 
[TO THE EDITOR OF THE SPECTATOR.] 

It is now about six years since a concerted movement was made to 
bring about some reform in the method of adjusting fire losses, and 
unless another champion arises to lead the fight against the horde of 
adjusters scattered all over the States, it may be several generations 
before any further improvement is effected. 

Words alone fail to convey any idea of the magnitude of this subject. 
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Losses paid equal, on the average, about half a million dollars per day 
for every working day in the year, making the stupendous total of 
$150,000,000 paid out in the course of each twelve months. This large 
sum is expended in thousands of claims, employing hundreds of ad- 
justers, involving the companies in heavy fixed charges for salaries, 
offices, stationery, traveling, furniture and other necessary expenses. 

It might naturally be inferred that, in view of the importance of the 
interest involved, the companies themselves would be the first to take 
the fullest advantage of the vast experience gathered over a series of 
years. As a fact, however, we find that throughout the country, outside 
of New York, the most slipshod, wasteful and disorganized methods 
are pursued. 

For example, in case of one risk where a partial loss occurred, 
twenty different companies were interested and seventeen different ad- 
justers were sent to settle the claim. In another loss in the State of New 
Jersey, thirty adjusters appeared upon the scene. It was some time 
before a room could be found of sufficient size to accommodate them all, 
and then an undertaker had to be applied to to furnish chairs for sitting 
accommodation. In each case the practical work of the adjusting was 
done by one or two men, and the others simply waited for the figures. 
These are fair examples of what is continually happening in the ex- 
perience of the companies. Instead of sending one or two experienced 
men, each company adopts the wasteful method of sending its own ad- 
juster, not only at a useless expense of time and money, but of inter- 
ruption of business in other parts of the field. No such wasteful method 
would probably be countenanced by any other business. As well send 
a crowd of medical students to conduct an important surgical opera- 
tion. Such conditions as these directly increase the loss ratio. A crowd 
of adjusters is anxious to get away to other important business which 
they may have left, and the result is approval of excessive claims for 
the purpose of ‘‘getting it out of the way,” ‘jump settlements,” instead 
of a careful ascertainment of the loss and the payment of claims which 
subsequent events demonstrate should never have been allowed at all. 

The requirement in the policy of sixty days within which to pay a 
loss after adjustment is wise and should be used largely for the purpose 
of learning between the date of the fire and the time of settlement all 
the facts regarding the loss. Much important evidence bearing upon 
the risk may come to light by the exercise of a little patience, and if the 
assured is disposed to be insistent, the case is, for that reason, the 
more likely to be one requiring due deliberation. 

It is human nature to get money where it is easiest to be had, and 
the easier it is to be had the greater the demand. Those companies 
which have adopted the method of waiving the sixty-day clause and 
are paying the claims immediately on presentation of the proofs have, 
undoubtedly, contributed more largely than they are aware to a con- 
tinually increasing loss ratio. Their position in this respect is de- 
moralizing and a direct incentive to fraud. 

What can be more inconsistent than the position of the fire companies 
when accepting a risk and when adjusting a loss. The application is 
scrutinized, the risk investigated, the mercantile rating examined, the 
fire records looked up and the surveys are obtained at a large expense 
in order to protect the company against fraud. A loss, however, occurs 
and the methods of the company are so crude as to excite ridicule. 

The inaptitude of the companies has given birth to the adjuster for the 
assured, but, if the companies’ loss methods were placed upon a proper 
basis, such a necessity would die naturally. 

All the arguments that appealed with such force to the New York 
Board of Underwriters in 1901 are just as potent to-day, and the organ- 
ization of the committee of losses for New York and the general ad- 
justment bureau for losses outside of the city was the result of the 
efforts put forth at that time. 

A reference to the work done by the committee on losses and adjust- 
ments reporting to the New York Board of Fire Underwriters shows some 
1633 adjustments made, and 15,496 proofs approved during the past 
year, with an average of 1.12 adjusters assigned to each loss, and an 
average charge per loss of $32.18. With such results shown in daily 
practice, what is the reason that the companies fail to expand the same 
throughout the country? What is the excuse for neglecting the obvious 
lesson of such practical experience? 

The public are not discriminating in their hostility to insurance com- 
panies, but reform and economy must be initiated from within, so that 
if another ‘“‘Armstrong’’ investigation be made and directed against the 
fire companies, they may be able to withstand any kind of criticism.

Many former employees of the 
Western and British America who now fill important positions in the 
Canadian insurance field were present. 





Legislative Items. 


The following are among the more important features of the doings of respective 
State legislatures as they relate to fire insurance: 

Arkansas.—A bill to repeal the insurance clause in the anti-compact law passed 
the — by a large majority, and may pass the House, which rejected the 
Balch bill. 

California.—Governor Gillett has refused to sign the standard fire policy bill 
passed by the legislature. 

Delaware.—The legislature has adjourned. No change was effected in fire in- 
surance laws. 

Illinois.—A bill providing for the licensing of Lloyds associations has passed a 
second reading. 

Minnesota.—A bill providing that every domestic and foreign company, except 
town and farm mutuals, shall pay to the State Treasurer on or before 
March 1 annually a sum equal to 2 per cent of all premiums received in the 
State during the preceding calendar year, this tax to be in lieu of all other taxes 
except those on real estate, which is taxed at personal property rate, and except 
that every foreign company shall pay a tax of 2 per cent of the gross premiums 
received, to the duly authorized board of underwriters in any city having a 
salvage corps in which they write business. 

New Jersey—An anti-compact bill providing heavy penalties. 

North Dakota.—The Governor has allowed the valued policy bill to become a 
law without his signature. 

Oklahoma.—The new constitution to be voted on in May provides for a State 
Insurance Department, to be headed by an Insurance Commissioner, to be 
elected for a term of four years. Annual entrance fees are: Foreign fire com- 
panies, $100. An annual tax of 2 per cent on gross premiums is imposed, and a 
tax of $3 on each local agent. 

Tennessee.—The joint insurance investigating committee of the legislature re- 
ports in favor of the following measures: Legislation giving the surplus line 
companies the right to inspect risks and adjust losses in the State; a fire marshal 
law; permission to use the three-quarters value, average, coinsurance and iron 
safe clauses when the insured is willing to accept them; requiring companies to 
furnish through their agents upon request of any policyholder a schedule showing 
basic rate and the amount charged for each deficiency; prohibiting the writing 
in excess of a fair valuation of property; a standard form of fire policy, and that 
the arbitration clause be declared inoperative; repeal of the resident agents law; 
the amendment of the anti-compact law in order to make its enforcement more 
certain and effective. 

Texas.—A bill requiring fire companies to invest 40 per cent of their reinsurance 
reserve on*insurance written in the State in Texas securities. 


-The Norwich Union has discontinued business in California. 

—The National Association of Fire Chiefs will hold its convention at Wash- 
ington, D. C., on October 8-11. 

—The Washington Fire is entering Utah, Idaho, Pennsylvania, Missouri, Min- 
nesota, Colorado, Montana, California and Texas. 

—Harry K. Rowe has been appointed Connecticut general agent of the Farmers 
Tire of York, succeeding James W. Hemingway. 

—The average loss ratio in the State of Washington during 1906 appears to have 
been under thirty per cent as nearly as can be determined from present data. 


—The companies writing tornado business on the South Atlantic seaboard will 
hold a meeting toward the end of April to confer regarding tornado business. 


—The executive committee of the National Association of Insurance Commis- 
sioners has selected Richmond, Va., for its next annual convention, and Septem- 
ber 17 as the opening date. 


—The city council of Seattle, Wash., im conjunction with the Chamber of 
Commerce, has definitely and favorably disposed of the matter of salt water 
mains for the better protection of the city. 


—The New York Underwriters Agency has appointed Osler, Hammond & 
Nauton of Winnipeg chief agents for the Provinces of Manitoba, Alberta and 
Saskatchewan, to succeed W. R. Ohlgate, who retires on account of ill health. 


—T. L. Maitland, now in Toronto, has accepted an engagement with the 
Washington Fire of Seattle, and will report at the home office some time in June, 
after first making the agency appointments in certain Central and Eastern States 
wheresthe Washington Fire is making entry. 


—Heavy insurance has been required on stocks of lumber and shingles in 
Western Washington, due to the extreme scarcity of cars for loading. Inci- 
dentally, it may be remarked that not a single fire occurred during the entire 
winter. Owing to the stringency of cars, many of the mills were hard pressed 
for money on account of having to carry so much unsold material. 


—In the matter of overhead writing and non-resident brokers, the following- 
named companies have promised co-operation with the National Association of 
Local Fire Insurance Agents: Dixie Fire, Old Colony, Adirondack, Fidelity 
Fire, New Jersey Fire, Dutchess Fire, Inter-State Fire. The Richmond conven- 
tion of the National Association will be held on September 25 to 27, inclusive. 





—The German-American Industrial Insurance Company of Phila- 
delphia, a joint stock concern for life, accident and health insurance 
limited to $10 a week on health and $250 on death, has been chartered. 
The capital is $25,000, and the offices will be in Philadelphia. The 
officers are: President, Samuel Enion, Chester, Pa.; vice-president, 
Henry Reeves, Walter’s Park, Pa.; treasurer, James F. Jackson, 1512 
Arch street, Philadelphia; secretary, L. M. Fuhrman, 4538 North Nine- 
teenth street, Philadelphia.

The Detroit Conference. 


The annual convention of the Detroit Conference opened on Wednes- 
day last, at the Hotel Prince George, New York. Vice-President L. O. 
Chatfield presided. The first day’s session was devoted to a discussion 
as to whether the Conference should have a new classification and rate 
book, and the best method for formulating statistics showing loss ratios 
en the various classifications. These matters were left to a committee 
of five, to be appointed by the presiding officer. 

At the second day’s session the interest centered on the proposed 
adoption of a standard form of policy, and after considerable discussion 
the new policy form was adopted. The principal changes in the new 
ferm are to be found in sections I, B, F and L, which read: 

Section I.—In the event of disability or illness resulting wholly or in 
part, directly or indirectly, from tuberculosis, rheumatism, paralysis, 
apoplexy, orchitis, neuritis, locomotor ataxia, hernia, lumbago, lame 
back, strains, sciatica, vaccination, dementia, or insanity, then and in 
all such cases referred to in this paragraph, the limit of the company’s 
liability shall be for a period not exceeding four weeks’ benefit at the 
rate which would otherwise be payable under this policy, anything herein 
to the contrary notwithstanding. 

Section B, relating to partial disability from accident, where the words 
“two fifths’’ of the rate specified in paragraph have been removed and 
the words ‘‘at the rate of (——) dollars per month” have been substi- 
tuted. Section F has been substituted by the following: 


For each consecutive twelve months’ premium paid annually in ad- 
vance the benefits for specific losses under clause C of this policy shall 
be increased ten per cent, but all such increases shall never exceed fifty 
per cent of the benefits therein provided for any loss. 


Section L is changed to read: ‘‘Insurance under this policy does nut 
cover death, loss or disability, resulting wholly or in part, directly or 
indirectly, from any venereal disease or any surgical operation for any 
chronic ailment.’’ Sections E and I were also changed in some par- 
ticulars. 

During the afternoon session Charles P. Wofford, second vice-presi- 
dent of the National Life and Accident Insurance Company, read a very 
entertaining and instructive paper on the ‘‘Methods of Procuring Agents 
and Authority Delegated to Them.” It was later decided to prepare a 
new manual and the work was delegated to a committee, composed of 
William H. Jones of the Equitable, chairman; Louis H. Fibel of the 
Great Eastern, H. G. B. Alexander of the Continental, C. H. Boyer of 
the General, and R. H. Koch of the American Assurance. The committee 
will report to the next convention, which will be held in Detroit in 
August. Agents’ commissions were discussed and the general opinion 
prevailed that they should remain as they are. This convention closed 
with a record of having actually accomplished more than any preced- 
ing one.

Robert B. Armstrong Resigns. 


Insurance men will hear with surprise and regret of the resignation of 
Robert B. Armstrong as president of the Casualty Company of America. 
It is but a short time ago that Mr. Armstrong suffered a severe attack 
of typhoid fever, and he will at once go to Europe where he hopes to 
be greatly benefited in health. Upon his return it is sincerely hoped 
that he will again enter the insurance field, in which he has been so 
signally successful. Mr. Armstrong did much to forward the interests 
of the Casualty Company of America and place it in the prominent posi- 
tion it occupies to-day. Through his successful efforts the company’s 
liability business has grown to large proportions. His business career 
has been one of repeated successes. Starting as a boy in the office of 
an Iowa newspaper, Mr. Armstrong rose rapidly in position and finally 
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obtained work on a newspaper in Chicago and afterward in New York, 
returning to Chicago as correspondent of The New York Herald. It 
was while thus employed that he was selected by Secretary Shaw as his 
private secretary, and he did his work so well that when, in 1903, the 
post of Assistant Secretary of the Treasury became vacant, Secretary 
Shaw selected him for that position, to which he was appointed by Presi- 
dent Roosevelt in March, 1903. He was only twenty-eight at the time, 
and was the youngest man who had ever occupied this office. His 
services in the,department were characterized by remarkable energy, 
and the administrative details coming under his direction were greatly 
improved. His work included a general oversight of the customs serv- 
ice—one of the most important with which the Government has to 
deal. About the time the last presidenial term closed Mr. Armstrong 
was offered the presidency of the Casualty Company of America, which 
offer he accepted. 





Special and General Deposits of Surety Companies. 

The Chic Insurance Department has made an investigation of the laws 
of the several States as they relate to the deposits of surety companies. 
The Department wishes to formulate cules upon which to decide whether 
certain deposits are general or special. Upon as car2ful consideration as 
could be given the subject the Department has concluded: 


From the mere exaction of a deposit by the law, as a prerequisite to 
transacting business in a State, there is no implication that the deposit 
is for the special benefit of policyholders in that State. 

The deposit is not special unless the law declares or indicates that it 
is required for the special protection or security of policyholders in the 
State, or other particular class of creditors. 

Where the law prescribes that the deposit shall be for the protection 
of all policyholders, or all policyholders in the United States, the de- 
posit is general. 

Where the law simply requires the deposit as a prerequisite to trans- 
acting business in the State, and does not declare the trust or prescribe 
proceedings for applying the deposit to claims or conditions for with- 
drawal, the deposit is general. 

Where the law requires the deposit for the benefit, protection or se- 
curity of policyholders or residents or citizens of the State, the deposit is 
special. 

Where the law requires the deposit without defining the trust, but 
forbids the withdrawal until all obligations to policyholders, residents or 
citizens in the State are satisfied, the deposit is special. 

Where the law prescribes that the deposit shall be for the protection of 
all policyholders, or all policyholders in the United States, but forbids 
withdrawal until all obligations to policyholders, residents or citizens in 
the State are satisfied, the deposit is general. 

Where the law does not declare the trust, but provides that residents 
shall have a lien thereon, and then declares that such liens shall share 
ratably with other crediters, and provides for the withdrawal, after 
having discharged all its liabilities, the deposit is general. 

Where the law requires the deposit without defining the trust, but 
declares it shall be for the payment or satisfaction of any judgment re- 
covered in the State or claim presented in the State, or authorizes pro- 
ceedings to apply the deposits to judgments recovered in the State or 
claims presented in the State, but in such cases does not limit such 
judgments or claims to those of policyholders, residents or citizens of 
the State or to any other class of creditors; under all such laws all 
policyholders, creditors and obligees have recourse to the same proceed- 
ings, and until there is a judgment or claim so asserted that, under the 
law, it is a lien or special claim, the deposit is general. 

Applying these principles to the deposits in the following States, 
whose laws have been examined, deposits in the following States are 
classified respectively as general and special deposits: 

Special Deposits—Alabama, Delaware, Georgia, Louisiana, Montana, 
New Jersey, Oregon, South Carolina, Utah. 

General Deposits—Idaho, Maryland, Massachusetts, New York, Ohio, 
Oklahoma, Pennsylvania, South Dakota, Tennessee, Texas, Virginia, 
West Virginia. 





Casualty Notes. 

—Charles J. Stovel of San Francisco has been appointed general agent 
for the United States Casualty in California. 

—The Burglary Underwriters Association held a meeting last week, 
at which only routine business was discussed. 

—The executive committee of the International Association of Acci- 
dent Underwriters met last week, but no business of importance was 
transacted. 

—The plate-glass underwriters of Chicago have nearly completed the 
organization of a bureau similar to the one in New York. The bureau 
will be in charge of an official similar to a stamp clerk. 

—A report from London is to the effect that the London and Lan- 
cashire Fire will absorb the Law Accident Assurance Society, the shares 
of which have recently risen from ten to thirty shillings. 

—Edwin D. Boldman, formerly Eastern general manager of the Pa- 
cific Mutual Life, has been appointed Eastern department manager for 
the United States Health and Accident Association of Saginaw, Mich. 

—The firm of Beardsley, Stiles & Co., formerly district agents for 
the Aetna Life in Northern New Jersey, has been superseded by the 
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Joseph M. Byrne Company, general agents. Mr. Stiles becomes special 
agent for the new concern while Mr. Beardsley has associated himself 
directly with the New York office. 

—The Northwestern Live Stock Insurance Company has been incor- 
porated at Des Moines with a capital stock of $100,000. It will insure 
registered cattle and horses. The officers are: H. C. Wallace, presi- 
dent; G. C. Carpenter, vice-president; C. C. Loomis, secretary; C. H.
